Dr. Chitterling 
served on the Board of trustees of the New London Hospital, was a Selectman for the Town 
of Wilmot for ten years, was a trustee for the NH Municipal Association Health Insurance 
Trust and was a chairman of the board of trustees from 1993 — 1998. He was also an avid 
sailor and cabinet maker.

March 11, 2010 
The Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. on Thursday March 11, 2010, 
with 64 in attendance to act on the following subjects: 


The Moderator, Mr. Charles Thompson, explained the order of the meeting and rules of 
procedure. 


The meeting was taped for reference. 
Charles Thompson acknowledged that the Town Meeting always began with Keith 
Fleury leading the Pledge of Allegiance but because of his passing Keith’s 


granddaughters will take his place. 


The Moderator gave the results of Tuesdays election and announced that Article 3 
would be first to be discussed: 


Article 3: After the Moderator read the article, Chairman Huntoon made the motion to 
accept Article 3 as written “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 


sum of one million, two hundred thirty eight thousand one hundred ninety nine 
dollars ($1,238,199.00) necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year.” 
The article was recommended by the Selectmen. The motion was seconded by 
Selectman Long. Mr. John Morse asked why the big increase in the budget? 
Selectman Brodich explained that the NH RSA requires that the entire budget for the 
library needs to be disclosed in the town budget even though they do not receive all 
their money from the town. Chairman Huntoon explained what each department means 
and why there are increases. Mr. Tom Woodger asked why Chairman Huntoon’s 
insurance was in the budget. Chairman Huntoon explained that municipal budgeting 
requires her insurance to be in the budget because the town pays for it and then she 
reimburses the town. Article 3 passed unanimously. 


Article 4: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Long made the motion to 
accept Article 4 as written, “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred three thousand dollars ($103,000.00) for the purpose of 
purchasing a heavy duty dump truck with plow highway vehicle. The sum of 
seventy five thousand dollars ($75,000.00) is to be withdrawn from the 
Equipment Capital Reserve fund and the remaining twenty eight thousand 
dollars ($28,000.00) is the amount to be raised by taxation.” The article was 
recommended by the Selectmen. The motion was seconded by Selectman Brodich. 
Selectman Long said “the town is looking to replace a 1993 truck. If the town waits a 
year it will be $150,000 next year. If warrant article passes the 1993 truck will go to 
auction. Article 4 passed unanimously. 


Article 5: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Brodich made the motion to 
accept article 5 as written “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing a 
medium duty pickup truck. The sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) is to be 
withdrawn from the Equipment Capital Reserve fund and the remaining fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000.00) is the amount to be raised by taxation. The article 
was recommended by the Selectmen. The motion seconded by Chairman Huntoon. 
Mr. Ed Weaver asked what the model of the pickup truck was. Selectman Long Doug 
said, “it will probably be a 1500 dodge. This will allow the highway crew to do errands 
with a smaller truck. The road agent will be driving back and forth to his home with this 
truck also.” Mr. Weaver said he thinks we should get a truck that a plow will go on to 
use it wisely. Selectman Long answered “we have more plow trucks than people 
driving them.” Mr. Michael Pelletier said it should be garaged in the new highway 
garage not driven home by the Road Agent Mr. John Morse said “times are tough and 
we are increasing the budget, taking all our money out of capital reserve and it all adds 
up. This new truck is a luxury” Mr. Mark Davis asked the Selectmen to go over the 
savings that the new truck will make. Selectman Brodich said that the truck will be 
used for little errands and it will use less fuel and be less wear and tear on the one 
tons. Article 5 passed by hand vote. 33 yes 18 no 


Article 6: After the Moderator read the article, Chairman Huntoon made a motion to 
accept article 6 as written “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
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sum of seventy five thousand dollars ($75,000.00) for the purpose of paving town 
owned roads within the Town of Wilmot; there will be no money withdrawn from 
the expendable Paving Fund with the entire amount coming from taxation. The 
total amount to be raised by taxes being seventy five thousand dollars 
($75,000.00). The article was recommended by the Selectmen.” The motion was 
seconded by Selectman Long. Ms. Patrice Martin asked if this was for paving current 
roads? Chairman Huntoon answered yes. Ms. Martin asked why we are not taking it 
from the capital reserve and Chairman Huntoon explained that we don’t want to take all 
the money out and have a zero balance incase something happens and we need it 
during the year. Mr. Kane Koby asked if all the money will be spent and Chairman 
Huntoon said yes. Mr. Mark Davis asked if the Selectmen have an idea where will it be 
spent and how many miles of road that will pave. Road Agent Tim Martin answered 
that question and said “under 4000 feet of Campground Road, from Pancake to the 
post office.” Mr. Jeff Nielsen asked if there are any government funds for paving? 
Chairman Huntoon said, “the Board is not aware of any that are available right now but 
the Administrative Assistant keeps a tab on that stuff for us.” Article 6 passed 
unanimously. 


Article 7: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Long made a motion to 
accept Article 7 as written “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of sixty two thousand dollars ($62,000.00) for the purpose of funding 
operations for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department and the Wilmot F.A.S.T. 
Squad. The article was recommended by the Selectmen.” The motion was 
seconded by Selectman Brodich. No discussion. Article 7 passed unanimously. 


Article 8: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Brodich made a motion to 
accept Article 8 as written. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) to be put into the Fire Truck 
Capital Reserve Fund for the replacement of a fire truck. The article was 
recommended by the Selectmen.” The motion was seconded by Chairman 
Huntoon. 

Kane Koby asked “didn't we vote for the same thing last year? Are we going to just 
keep voting on this every year?” Chairman Huntoon answered “yes unless they need 
something before then.” Article 8 passed unanimously. 


Article 9: After the Moderator read the article, Chairman Huntoon made the motion to 
accept Article 9 as written. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of seventy six thousand dollars ($76,000.00) for the purpose of the 
revaluation of all parcels and pickup appraisals; to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw seventy six thousand dollars ($76,000.00) from the Capital Reserve 
Revaluation Fund. The article was recommended by the Selectmen.” The motion 
was seconded by Selectman Long. Carla Marshall asked how often we need to do a 
revaluation and if it is for all properties this year or pick-ups. Chairman Huntoon said it 
will be the entire town and the law is we have to do it every five years. Linda Smidt 
asked what a pick up is. Chairman Huntoon explained that if you did renovations and 
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got a building permits the assessors go to your house and reevaluate. Article 9 
passed unanimously. 


Article 10: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Long made a motion to 
accept Article 10 as written. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of seven thousand three hundred dollars ($7,300.00) for the purpose of 
supporting The Wilmot Learning Place. The article was recommended by the 
Selectmen.” The motion was seconded by Selectman Brodich. There was no 
discussion on the article. Article 10 passed unanimously. 


Article 11: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Brodich made a motion to 
accept Article 11 as written. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the services of the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging. 
The article was recommended by the Selectmen.” The motion was seconded by 
Chairman Huntoon. There was no discussion on the article. Article 11 passed 
unanimously. 


Article 12: After the Moderator read the article, Chairman Huntoon made a motion to 
accept Article 12 as written. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum eleven thousand one hundred twenty six dollars (11,126.00) for the 
purpose of supporting and funding services of the New London Hospital 
Ambulance. The article was recommended by the Selectmen.” The motion was 
seconded by Selectman Long. Tim Wallace asked what the town would get for the 
money. Chairman Huntoon said the town gets Ambulance service for calls, accidents 
and whatever else needed. Jean Wallace asked the question; “ didn’t | just vote for the 
fast squad?” Chairman Huntoon asked Fire Chief Doug Rayno to answer the question. 
Chief Rayno replied with “the Fast Squad is part of the Fire Department but we do not 
do transport. The $11,000 is giving us ambulance service.” Article 12 passed 
unanimously. 


Article 13: After the Moderator read the article, “To see if the Town will vote to raise 
two thousand seven hundred forty seven dollars ($2,747.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the services of the Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse 
Association” Selectman Long made a motion to amend the Article and add in the 
word appropriate to make the article correct according to the Department of Revenue. 
Chairman Huntoon seconded the motion. The Moderator read the article as amended 
“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand 
seven hundred forty seven dollars ($2,747.00) for the purpose of supporting and 
funding the services of the Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association. 
The article was recommended by the Selectmen” Ms. Linda Scofield asked why the 
amount is less than last year budgeted amount and Chairman Huntoon said “that is 
what they asked for.” Article 13 passed unanimously as amended. 


Article 14: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Brodich made a motion to 
accept Article 14 as written. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
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the sum of three thousand four hundred thirty two dollars ($3,432.00) for the 
purpose of supporting and funding the services of the Community Action 
Program. The article was recommended by the Selectmen.” Selectman Long 
seconded the motion. Mr. Sam Wild asked what CAP does. Chairman Huntoon said 
they help with fuel assistance. Alice Chandler, the Overseer of Public Welfare in 
Wilmot explained that the Community Action Program spends thousands of dollars on 
fuel bills, electric bills, help with winterizing some homes and much more, saving the 
Town of Wilmot lots of money while helping those in need. Article 14 passed 
unanimously. 


Article 15: After the Moderator read the article, Chairman Huntoon made a motion to 
accept Article 15 as written. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of five hundred ($500.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the 
CASA program. The article was recommended by the Selectmen.” Selectman 
Long seconded the motion. Selectman Brodich explained that the organization helps to 
train and manage a group of volunteers who will go to court on behalf of abused 
children and be court appointed special advocates. Janet Howe asked if this was the 
first time the town supported this organization, Why are these things appearing and 
why are we supporting all these things? How do they appear as a warrant article? 
Chairman Huntoon said it is not the first time and we have used this in our town. 
Chairman Huntoon explained that people come to the Selectmen and ask for the 
town’s support. Some organizations are denied by the Selectman, said Chairman 
Huntoon. Article 15 passed unanimously. 


Article 16: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Long made a motion to 
accept Article 16 as written. “To see if the Town will vote to accept the gift of a 
100' Easement from the Grace Family on Lot 002-0006, located on Piper Pond 
Road for public access to Piper Pond. The article was recommended by the 
Selectmen.” Selectman Brodich seconded the motion. Ed weaver asked what would 
this do for the people of Wilmot? Selectman Long said it will allow a permanent 
easement to let people use the pond. Selectman Long said that this is a very 
generous offer from the Graces. Richard Chase asked where the easement was and 
Selectman Brodich said it is before Wilbur’s cabin. Mrs. Barbara Sanborn asked what 
kind of access? Snowmobiles? Are we inviting traffic? Chairman Huntoon said there 
would be no signs to invite any traffic Mr. Tom Woodger asked how many acres piper 
pond is. Chairman Huntoon said that Piper Pond is about10 acres. Mr. Kane Koby 
asked if there would be any maintenance costs? Doug long said there wouldn't be any 
costs to accept this gift. It is a class 5 road. Richard Grace thanked the selectmen for 
thinking of this issue for the future. Mr. Grace said that this is a gift in writing for people 
to be able to always get on the pond. Article 16 passed unanimously. 


Article 17: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Brodich made a motion to 
accept Article 17 as written. “Shall the town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
36-A: 4-a, | (b) to authorize the Conservation Commission to expend funds for 
contributions to ‘qualified organizations’ for the purchase of property interests, 
or facilitating transactions related thereto, where the property interest is to be 


23 


held by the qualified organization and the town will retain no interest in the 
property.” Chairman Huntoon seconded the motion. Brian Faughnan, Chairman of the 
Wilmot Conservation Commission explained the meaning of the warrant article. If the 
town votes in the affirmative there will still be public hearings before anything happens. 
Loretta Rayno asked how much money and how did we get the money? Mr. Faughnan 
explained that the money came from Wilmot’s land use change tax. The town voted a 
few years back that up to 15, 000 of land use change tax is deposited into the 
Conservation Fund. Ms. Rayno asked if this money is only to be spent in the town of 
Wilmot and Mr. Faughnan said yes and there has to be public hearings before anything 
happens but it does not have to be at town meeting. Mike Pelletier asked what the 
public hearings do? Mr. Faughanan didn't actually know but will look into it. Mr. 
Faughanan said that the Conservation would do everything by the law. Mr.Mark Davis 
asked for some examples. Brian gave some example of what happened in neighboring 
towns. Brian explained that the money would help property owners with costs and legal 
fees. If someone wants to give their land but cant afford or refuses to pay costs and 
legal fees this money will cover their costs. Loretta Zuger asked if the Selectmen have 
an opinion on this and Chairman Huntoon said that the selectman can not be involved 
and they don’t want to give their opinion. Chris wells, former member of Wilmot 
Conservation Commission and employee of the Society for the Protection of NH 
Forests explained why this law came into effect. Article 17 passed unanimously. 


Article18: After the moderator read the article, Chairman Huntoon made a motion to 
accept Article 18 as written. "Shall the town vote to formally discontinue expendable 
trust fund account #210391110 also known as the '2007 Bicentennial Celebration 
Expendable Trust Fund' which was created in 2004." Selectman Brodich seconded the 
motion. Barabra Sanborn asked where the account is. Chairman Huntoon explained 
that the account is empty but law requires that we do this formerly at Town Meeting. 
Article 18 passed unanimously. 


Article 19: After the Moderator read the article, Selectman Long made a motion to 
accept Article 19 as written. "Shall the town vote to authorize the Wilmot Board of 
Selectmen to negotiate the terms/conditions and enter into a 15-year contract 
with the Concord Regional Recycling Cooperative for the purpose of 
transitioning to single-stream recycling of our solid-waste." Selectman Brodich 
seconded the motion. Barbara Sanborn asked why doesn’t the Board of Selectmen 
recommend this article. Chairman Huntoon said it is not a money amount. Selectman 
Long explained that there is no monetary value on this article. The Selectmen are just 
asking to review this because the company is new and they need a certain amount of 
tonnage so it will be cheaper if the town starts to do this when the company is new. 
The good thing is when the market is good we will make money. This company will 
take everything. It will be cost efficient which is good for the town. We may also be able 
to do “pay as you throw”. Mr. Emerson Colby said “the system we have does work and 
| don't like the idea of a 15 year contract.” Jean Wallace wanted to know if between 
now and the time we enter into a 15 year commitment will there be other public 
hearings. Selectman Long said yes there will be meetings and public hearings and a 
15-year contract is mandatory for all towns. Barbara Sanborn commented that yes 
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there will be meetings but we are voting for you to enter into a contract so that wont 
matter. After much discussion, Peter Burghardt made a motion to amend Article 19. 
Patrice Martin seconded the motion. The Moderator read the amendment "Shall the 
town vote to authorize the Wilmot Board of Selectmen to negotiate the 
terms/conditions FOR a 15-year contract with the Concord Regional Recycling 
Cooperative for the purpose of transitioning to single-stream recycling of our 
solid-waste." The amendment to Article 19 was defeated. Article 19 passed 
unanimously. 


Article 20: The Moderator read the article, “To transact any other business that may 
come before said meeting.” Julie Morse said about 48 years ago Charles’ dad was 
Moderator for the Town of Wilmot and did a great job and said thanks to Charles for 
doing the same. Jackie Thompson, Chairman of Wilmot Library Board of Trustees 
thanked Anne moody for her many years of dedicated service. 

A motion was made by Tim Wallace to adjourn and seconded by Deanna Baker. 
The Town Meeting adjourned at 8:47PM.

We have audited the financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Wilmot for the year ended December 31, 
2009, and have issued our report thereon dated August 21, 2010. Professional standards require 
that we provide you with the following information related to our audit. 


e Our Responsibility under U.S. Generally Accepted Auditing Standards. As stated 
in our engagement letter, our responsibility, as described by professional standards, is to 
express opinions about whether the financial statements prepared by management with 
your oversight are fairly presented, in all material respects, in conformity with U.S. 
generally accepted accounting principles. Our audit of the financial statements does not 
relieve you or management of your responsibilities. 


e Planned Scope and Timing of the Audit. We performed the audit according to the 
planned scope and timing previously communicated to you in our engagement letter, 
planning materials and other communications prior to commencement of audit fieldwork. 


Significant Audit Findings 
Qualitative Aspects of Accounting Practices 


Management is responsible for the selection and use of appropriate accounting policies. In 
accordance with the terms of our engagement letter, we advise management about the 
appropriateness of accounting policies and their application. The significant accounting policies 
used by the Town of Wilmot are described in the Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
note to the financial statements. No new accounting policies were adopted and the application of 
existing policies was not changed during the year. We noted no transactions entered into by the 
governmental unit during the year for which there is a lack of authoritative guidance or 
consensus. There are no significant transactions that have been recognized in the financial 
statements in a different period than when the transaction occurred. 


Accounting estimates are an integral part of the financial statements prepared by management 
and are based on management’s knowledge and experience about past and current events and 
assumptions about future events. Certain accounting estimates are particularly sensitive because 
of their significance to the financial statements and because of the possibility that future events 
affecting them may differ significantly from those expected. The most sensitive estimates 
affecting the financial statements were: 


e Management’s estimate of the reserve for non-current taxes is based on the percentage of 


overlay used in the calculation of tax rates and the status of any non-lienable or non- 
deedable accounts at year end. We evaluated the key factors and assumptions used to 
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develop this estimate in determining that it is reasonable in relation to the financial 
statements taken as a whole. 


e Management’s estimate of depreciation is based on the expected number of years an 
asset will be used in operations and on the age and condition of capital assets at year end. 
We evaluated the key factors and assumptions used to develop this estimate in 
determining that it is reasonable in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 


The disclosures in the financial statements are neutral, consistent, and clear. Certain financial 
statement disclosures are particularly sensitive because of their significance to financial 
statement users. The most sensitive disclosure(s) affecting the financial statements were 
considered to be adequately explained in the notes to the financial statements. 


Difficulties Encountered in Performing the Audit 


We encountered no significant difficulties in dealing with management in performing and 
completing our audit. 


Corrected and Uncorrected Misstatements 


Professional standards require us to accumulate all known and likely misstatements identified 
during the audit, other than those that are trivial, and communicate them to the appropriate level 
of management. During the course of our engagement, we have advised Management on the 
application of accounting procedures and any misstatements detected as a result of audit 
procedures were corrected in the accounting records. We considered this involvement routine 
when compared to other small governments and while some might have been significant to 
restate balances in accordance with generally accepted accounting principals, none of the 
adjustments proposed were considered an indication of activities that were unusual or alarming. 


Disagreements with Management 


For purposes of this letter, professional standards define a disagreement with management as a 
financial accounting, reporting, or auditing matter, whether or not resolved to our satisfaction, 
that could be significant to the financial statements or the auditor’s report. We are pleased to 
report that no such disagreements arose during the course of our audit. 


Management Representations 


We have requested certain representations from management that are included in the 
management representation letter dated August 21, 2010. 


Management Consultations with Other Independent Accountants 


In some cases, management may decide to consult with other accountants about auditing and 
accounting matters, similar to obtaining a “second opinion” on certain situations. If a 
consultation involves application of an accounting principle to the governmental unit’s financial 
statements or a determination of the type of auditor’s opinion that may be expressed on those 
statements, our professional standards require the consulting accountant to check with us to 
determine that the consultant has all the relevant facts. To our knowledge, there were no such 
consultations with other accountants. 
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Other Audit Findings or Issues 


We generally discuss a variety of matters, including the application of accounting principles and 
auditing standards, with management throughout the year in the normal course of our 
professional relationship. Areas of opportunity for further consideration include: 


Revenue budgets. As noted in our last report, we again recommend that revenue budgets be 
set up in QuickBooks. Also, for completeness and use as a control mechanism, the Town 
should retain a copy of the revised revenues (Form MS-4) used for tax rate setting purposes. 
Since we did not find one on file, revenue budget items in the GAAP financial statements 
were estimated for reporting purposes. 

Town History Committee. Our audit again did not include the financial statements of the 
Town History Committee. Seeing only one report (in the Town Report) for the Wilmot 
Historical Society (established in 1976), and having no further information from 
management regarding the status of the 1916 Town History Committee, we presume that the 
town organization in fact may not exist or had been replaced by a separate not-for-profit 
corporation. If this is not the case, please let us know and if records are presented, we would 
be happy to include that fund within the scope of any future audits. 

Payroll Tax Reports. Our audit again noted minor deficiencies in the balancing of 
quarterly and year end tax reports which we reviewed with management. Also, (apparently 
as a result of software changes), it appeared that deferred compensation codes were no 
longer consistent with those used in the prior year. This went unnoticed and resulted in 
employees reportable taxable wages on Forms W-2 and W-3 being overstated. We advised 
management to issue corrected W-2 and W-3 forms and to contact the software vendor 
regarding this matter. Approximately six employees were affected by this error. 

Trust Fund Reports. As noted in our previous report, we recommend that the Trustees 
consider separating the trust and reserve accounts in their annual reports and to subtotal each 
section. This would make it easier for readers to see which funds represent the Town’s own 
reserves and which are permanent trust funds. Likewise, since these amounts must be 
reported separately in the year-end GAAP financial statements, separating the two groups 
would provide a clear audit trail to supporting information. 

Assessing. Town lacks a valid audit trail between the Proval assessing system and the 
Muni-smart tax billing system. Valuation figures appear to be $1,232,899 different. In 
other words, even though the variances were within that allowed by the State, tax billings 
were $16,403 higher that the amount calculated by DRA in setting the tax rate. Based on 
available records, a reason for the difference could not be determined. The Town 
Administrator noted that in FY2010, the town was changing to the AVITAR assessing 
system which electronically merges data to the Muni-smart billing system. While this will 
hopefully resolve the reconciliation issue, it is important to compare the two systems for 
accuracy. 

Transfers to CRF. In 2008, there were monies voted as part of the regular budget article 
($40k to the Equipment Fund and $500 to the Forestry Truck). These monies were never 
transferred and appear to be still due to the CRF as of December 31, 2009. 

Transfers to Conservation Commission. At the end of 2008, $630 was owed to the 
Conservation Commission. During 2010, another $15,000 was collected in current land use 
change penalties that was not transferred to the Conservation account. This should be 
followed up on so that conservation monies are appropriately segregated from general fund 
deposits. 
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e Classification of expenditures. we noted that some accounts for transfers to capital reserve 
funds also contained expenses paid for the use of monies withdrawn from reserve funds. 
We also noted that monies withdrawn were credited in some cases to expense accounts 
where payments were made and in other cases to different expenses account. The later 
appeared as credit balances in the highway garage expenses. The AA noted that she might 
instruct expenses to be charge one way only later to find out that classifications have been 
changed by the Treasurer/bookkeeper. With the introduction of more experienced 
accounting personnel in FY2010, we are hopeful that some of these matters will no longer 
be an issue. As always, we are happy to answer any questions that arise during the year. 

e Continuing education. As part of its ongoing commitment to improving accounting 
records, personnel should continue developing their understanding of generally accepted 
accounting principles as they relate to the balance sheet and accrual accounting. During the 
course of our audit, we noted a number of transactions that were recorded incorrectly, where 
inappropriate account classifications were used or that receipts and disbursements were 
netted into the same accounts. Though, it took some time to research the detailed general 
ledger, in the end we felt comfortable that material items were reclassified properly in the 
financial statements. It might be helpful for the town to develop a monthly checklist for 
reviewing the general ledger. 


No matters noted were considered material weaknesses in relation to the financial statements. 
This information is intended solely for the use of the Selectboard and management of the Town 
of Wilmot and is not intended to be and should not be used by anyone other than these specified 


parties.

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Wilmot Board of Selectmen —Report for 2010 


This past year, we saw the Town Highway Garage become a reality. Thanks to 
all who helped make this huge project happen. We held an open house a few months 
ago. It gave an opportunity for townspeople who did not stop during the construction to 
see our new Garage. We had asked for the sum of $790,000 for the construction of the 
buildings and site work. The final figures came in at $764,788.21. That is a saving of 
$25,211.79. In addition, we were able to add an extra bay to the garage. We still have a 
few items that will be completed in 2011, but we have appropriated the funds to cover 
them, so there will be no additional cost to the taxpayers. We were able to come in under 
budget because Selectman Douglas Long gave freely of his time and oversaw the entire 
project, from beginning to end. He refused any salary for the time he spent. We would 
like to specially thank him for his dedication and generosity. 


A huge thanks should also go to our office staff, for all the hard work and extra 
time they have put in this year during the revaluation. Our staff continues to be 
recognized state-wide for their excellence. Angela Mahoney won yet another award last 
year, receiving a third place finish for the best town report. Stop by the town office 
sometime and see the awards that are proudly displayed on the wall. 


Our highway crew moved to the new facility in early 2010. The paving of 
Campground Road from Route 11 to Pancake Street was completed this year. As in past 
years Our crews have worked hard and put in long hours to keep our roads safe for 
everyone. They have our heartfelt thanks. 


Our Fire Department continues to excel. They spend many, many hours training 
to be prepared for any emergency that might happen. This past year, a medical 
emergency occurred in Town. Our Fire Department, Rescue Squad, and Police Chief 
were right there. They performed as they trained, and were able to save a resident’s life. 
The men and women of the Fire Department and Rescue Squad do more than keep us 
safe. They are also concerned about the taxpayer, so they work to get grants to help 
defray the cost of building repairs and equipment. This last year, they were able to get a 
grant to install a much needed ventilation system at the fire house. This saved the 
taxpayers over $50,000. 


The Planning and Zoning Boards were busy this year with new subdivisions and 
the preparation of changes to our various regulations. Many of you may not know that 
Wilmot has created a new position of Zoning Enforcement Officer. This is a part-time 
position, and we are fortunate to have it filled by Mr. Romeo Dubreuil. Romeo’s 
responsibilities include following up with residents who file building permits, in order to 
make sure there is compliance with our set-back requirements, height restrictions and 
other aspects of our building and zoning laws. 
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As many of you know, we have put out requests for additional people to serve on 
our various boards, many of which are under-represented. Even though we did not get 
numerous responses, we did have the good fortune of having some new members come 
forward to help fill the vacancies. We continue to look for new people to help on our 
committees. Such service is the best way to give back to your Town. 


We have seen a lot of new people moving into Wilmot and we warmly welcome 
them. To all the groups that help keep Wilmot growing and functioning, we would like 
to say THANK YOU. Without all of you, this town would not be the wonderful small 
town that it is.

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Wilmot Police Department Report for 2010 


The Wilmot Police Department responded to a variety of calls for service in 2010. Calls for 
service and activity in the town continue to increase. Thanks to a memorial fund in memory of 
past selectmen, Nelson Chitterling, the department was able to purchase two new handheld GPS 
units, which will assist in locating lost or missing persons. These funds also helped to replace a 
fifteen year old telephone system in the police and fire offices, all without using town funds. 


Animal complaints continue to be an issue. Please keep your pet under your control or on your 
own property. When someone is out jogging, walking, or driving in their vehicle, a stray animal 
should not be a hazard. Please be certain that your dog is licensed so we may locate you if your 
dog becomes a stray. 


The Police Department is now using an in car radio repeater system. This system allows the 
officer using a hand held radio the ability to talk to New London Dispatch in any location in town 
via a portable radio. This system greatly increases officer and public safety. 


If your residence is equipped with an alarm system, please double check that your alarm has 
been registered with the police department. In the event we have to respond to your residence, 
this information is crucial to us during an emergency. 


It is essential to have house numbers posted as some responders may not be familiar with your 
address and every second counts in an emergency. If you see or hear something suspicious, or 
that does not look right, please call immediately. You, the town’s people, are our extra set of 
eyes and ears. Always remember to dial 9-1-1 to report any emergency. 


We are thankful and appreciate the continued cooperation of the Selectman’s Office, Highway 
Department, Fire Department, and Town Clerk’s Office.

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Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. 2010 Report 


The Wilmot Volunteer Fire and Rescue Department has had another busy and 
exciting year. Our membership increased to 32 over the past year and has responded to 106 
calls for service. Members of the department attended 42 weekly and monthly trainings, 
including EMS training and mutual aid drills with other area departments. Training and 
ongoing education continues to be extremely important to the services that the department 
provides to the town. We now have two Emergency Medical Technicians — Intermediate 
(EMT-I), which increases the department’s capability of performing additional life saving 
techniques. 

We continue to make improvements to the station and upgrade equipment. This year, 
with assistance from the Wilmot Police Department we were able to install a ventilation 
system that removes exhaust from the building to make a safer environment for everyone. 
We were also able to upgrade some of our personal protective gear that will keep the 
department compliant to National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) standards. 

A newsletter was sent out to the community asking for donations to assist with 
replacing older hose. The response was tremendous and allowed us to achieve our goal. The 
department could not continue to do what we do without the ongoing support of the 
community and we cannot thank you enough. 

Member Scott Carpenter was awarded the Emergency Medical Technician of the 
Year by the New Hampshire Police, Fire and EMS Foundation. Also, eight members, 
including the police chief, received recognition from the American Heart Association for 
their life saving efforts with CPR. These awards show the dedication and commitment of the 
department volunteers to the community. 

Department meetings are held the first Thursday of each month at 7:00 PM and 
anyone interested in joining is welcome to attend. Once again, we would like to remind 
everyone to place house numbers in a visible area in the event that emergency services need 
to find your home. 

On behalf of the Wilmot Volunteer Fire and Rescue Department, I would like to 
thank the community again for their amazing support and donations. I would like to thank 
the Police Department, the Highway Department and the Selectmen for their support 
throughout the year. I would also like to express my thanks to the entire department for their 
dedication and hard work to make this an exceptional department. Thanks again to all.

for the community; and to support the freedom to read as expressed in the American Library 
Association Bill of Rights. We are particularly fortunate in our librarian, Rosanna Dude, 
who has proved to be creative, enthusiastic and a pleasure to work with for the Executive 
Board. 


The current officers are: President, Carol MacDonald; Vice President, Amy Swindell; Trea- 
surer, Nola Aldrich; and Secretary, Kate McKibbin. The Directors are: Joanne Franklin, Sa- 
rah O’Connor, Mary Jane Ogmundson, Deb Ransom, Brenda Tirrell and Carol Weatherbee.

Once again I am happy to report that it has been another wonderful year at our library, which is located 
at 11 North Wilmot Road, just off of Route 4A. Thank you again for everyone’s support and 
participation. In March, 2010, Ann Feeley Kieffer was elected new trustee and assumed the office of 
secretary. Ann Moodey retired after some 12 years. We thank her for all she did and continues to do for 


the Wilmot Public Library. 


Our library director Rosanna Dude and her assistant Kendel Currier, have done an exemplary job. 
Library use and the number of new card holders continue to rise with approximately 1150 cards in 


circulation. Also attendance at monthly library evening programs increased again in 2010. 


We continue to participate in Libraries of the Upper Valley (LUV) and Inter Library Loan (ILL) which 
enables us to provide access to many more titles for our patrons. If you want a book, we can arrange to 
get it for you. Please ask. We encourage our patrons to try the downloadable e-books and audio books 
from the NH State Library. They are downloadable to an MP3 player, I Pod, and readers. There is no 
charge for patrons with a Wilmot library card.

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Wilmot Conservation Commission 


Once again, there were changes in the conservation commission membership this past year. 
Brian Faughnan and Geoff Lizotte remained chairman and vice-chairman respectively, and Tim 
Wallace remained secretary. Janet Howe retired from the commission after six years as a full 
member and five years as secretary. Her place was taken by Linda Schmidt who moved to full 
member and Doug MacDonald, new this year, became an alternate member. Ray Ilg resigned as 
alternate member and that seat is vacant. Nick Brodich was the Selectman’s representative on the 
commission. 


At last year’s town meeting the Wilmot Conservation Commission (WCC) submitted a warrant 
article, which passed, allowing the use of money from the Conservation Fund (CF) to help fund a 
conservation easement in Wilmot without owning any part of the easement (fee interest). This 
makes it easier to contribute to the cost of an easement without having any tangible ownership. 
Doing this would still require a special public hearing. So far, no money has been expended from 
the conservation fund which is growing at a moderate rate, now at approximately $32,000, based 
on proceeds from the LUCT (land use change tax). 


An ongoing WCC activity is the review of wetland Dredge and Fill applications and we 
reviewed a number of these applications this past year. Although the applications must be 
approved by NH Department of Environmental Services (NHDES), the conservation commission 
can help; approval by the WCC can speed up the application process. In the case of Expedited 
Permits for minor projects the expedited review by NHDES only happens if the application is 
signed by the WCC. We have put in place a procedure to quickly review these applications prior 
to our next scheduled meeting if that is more than a week away. We encourage residents 
submitting wetland applications to review their application with the WCC early in the process to 
help reduce the review time required by NHDES. 


A study of the NH workforce housing law (SB 381) which started last year was completed. One 
requirement of this bill is that towns do not use regulations to unfairly prevent the building of 
affordable workforce housing. But it also permits the town some control over where the housing 
can be located. The WCC proposed a zoning overlay layer for workforce housing which would 
exclude the areas of highest conservation value based on the town’s Conservation Plan and also 
exclude land already in conservation. A workforce housing zoning overlay map with 
accompanying letter was sent to the Planning Board for their use as they consider zoning issues 
related to this bill. 


Three Colby-Sawyer students in the Environmental Studies program are studying conservation 
topics in Wilmot as well as Andover and Danbury. They met with the WCC to exchange 
information and Brian met with them a second time at Colby-Sawyer. We await their results with 
interest. Finally, we remind you to visit our web page on the town website, www.wilmotnh.org, 
click on Town Government, then conservation commission..

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Wilmot Garden Club — 2010 report 


As anyone with a garden knows, the hot, dry summer of 2010 was a tough one for 
gardeners. Despite the drought, through their diligent watering, members of the Wilmot Garden 
Club (WGC) kept annuals and perennials blooming in various gardens throughout town. The 
summer certainly tested the mettle of this dedicated band of volunteers. 

To complete the plantings at the War Memorial on Village Road, two Red Beech trees 
were purchased with funds donated in memory of Elizabeth Fielding’s mother, Edna Fielding. 
In June, Glenn Irick installed the two large trees. They provide a backdrop for the monument 
and the “memory path” that surrounds it. Judy Lucek and Dave Benedict allowed the Garden 
Club to water the trees from their spigot. As a thank you, the WGC gave them two blueberry 
bushes. 

The WGC still plans to establish a scholarship for a Wilmot resident who wants to 
pursue a career in horticulture or a related field. 

To raise money for these projects, the Garden Club holds a plant sale the Saturday 
before Memorial Day. In 2011 it will be from 8 a.m. to noon, Saturday, May 28, at The Old 
Firehouse in Wilmot Flat. We thank Dana Dakin for allowing the WGC to use her property at 
the corner of Village and Campground roads. This prime location ensures our success. Prior to 
the sale, members dig and pot perennials from their gardens. Then they nurture them, so the 
plants are in great shape the day of the sale. The WGC also sells a wide selection of annuals 
and vegetable plants grown by Jolly Farmer in Maine. 

Many volunteers assist with the plant sale. They include De Segerson, Elizabeth 
Fielding, Margaret Monto, Kate McKibbin, Nancy Schlosser, Lisah Carpenter, Claire Moseley, 
Patty Gutman, Walter and Pauline Kangas, Lindy Heim, Ann and Marc Davis, and Barbara 
Faughnan.

The Wilmot Historical Society wishes to thank all those who are members or visited our History 
Room at the Town Offices. Once again we saw lots of visitors and wish to encourage those 
interested to seek us out during the summer and early fall seasons. Also, please note that we now 
have a History corner at the Wilmot Public Library, 11 North Wilmot Road, Wilmot Center. Our 
corner provides those interested in the genealogy of Wilmot families to complete research or 
learn more about local history. Many thanks to Walter Walker for donating the materials. 


The Society wishes to thank the Wilmot Public Library for having Ed Weaver build the new desk 
and shelves in the History Corner! 


Lindy Heim leads the oral history project, which will eventually provide residents with first-hand 
accounts of Wilmot’s history. Our project includes converting to digital all our earlier histories 
and recording new reminiscences for our collection. Oral history recordings for 2010 included 
Henry and Annette Stevens, Thelma Minard, and Jim (Gerald) Rayno. Please let Lindy, or any 
member of the board know your suggestions for someone you think would be willing to talk 
about their experiences of living in town today or in an earlier era. Remember things happening 
today will be history for your grandchildren. 


In February 2010, Alan Koop, a professor at Dartmouth College, presented the Wilmot Historical 
Society’s first program of the year. His topic “Darby Field and the ‘First’ Ascent of Mount 
Washington” provided our group with an entertaining story of the first climb up Mount 
Washington by a European settler. As Koop aptly pointed out, Native Americans first climbed 
the mountain many years before. He provided us with a good insight on how history is written 
and that sometimes is portrayed as what the writer wishes to say rather than the truth. The lecture 
included slides and was sponsored by the New Hampshire Council on Humanities. 


Our November meeting saw the return of our local historian Fred Ogmundson to lead several 
Wilmot descendants in reading reminiscences of those who lived the Wilmot life during the 
1800s. From the diaries and letters of old timers like Lucy Wells Hall and Josiah Stearns we 
learned of the early times in Wilmot. Several artifacts from the Historical Society’s collection 
were displayed for those interested in seeing common, everyday items of yesteryear, which no 
longer are in use. 
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Last spring the Planning Board asked the Wilmot Historical Society to participate in its work. 
Our board was pleased to provide the Planning Board with current materials on the New 
Hampshire Neighborhood Heritage program as well as a map from a 1998 state project called 
Regional Environmental Protection Plan. The map included Wilmot historical features.

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WILMOT TOWN HISTORY COMMITTEE 


This report includes two years of the committee’s activities. 


The Wilmot Town History Committee was formed in 1915 with the intent of 
having a town history written at that time. It was to include a section of 
genealogies of Wilmot’s earliest families. 


Mrs. Marcia Hilton, living in Andover, had compiled a genealogy section for 
the “History of Andover, NH. 1751 — 1906” and was published by the Andover 
1979 Bicentennial Committee. Mrs. Hilton was hired to do the same for the 
town of Wilmot. She contacted many families in Wilmot and recorded all the 
information available about them and their ancestors on Family Sheets that 
she had created for this purpose. 


The information gathered was never printed or published but these family 
sheets have been carefully preserved and are often consulted as inquiries 
come in from families doing research on their own families. The committee 
has felt for some time that copies of these valuable records should be copied 
and made available to all who are interested. In 2008 the Town History 
Committee purchased a used copier to expedite the reproduction of these 
Family Sheets. 


Copies have been made and will be turned over to the Wilmot Public Library. 
It is planned that the Librarian, volunteers and the Friends of the Library will 
organize them and make them accessible for research. There are also lists of 
Civil War Veterans, Revolutionary Veterans and Patriots with connections to 
Wilmot. When all this information is ready for use, it will be a great resource 
for anyone researching their Wilmot ancestors. 


Wilmot's town history “Home to the Mountain” published in WImot’s 2007 
bicentennial celebration was well received with over 300 copies sold. Copies 


of “Home to the Mountain” are available and may be purchased at the Town 
Administrative Office and at the Wilmot Public Library.

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VETERANS’ MEMORIAL COMMITTEE REPORT — 2010 


In June of 2010 two “Copper Beach” (fagus sylvatica ‘Riversii’) approximately 15 — 20 feet 
tall were planted in back of the monument. These trees are expected to have a height and 
canopy of about 60 feet when full grown and will be an effective backdrop for the 
monument. The total cost of the purchase and placement of these trees was $3400.00. 


The Soldier’s Monument Expendable Trust Fund, which was established specifically for the 
restoration project in 2004 and 2007, had a remaining balance of $1,925.10 which was used 
to defray part of this expense with the approval of the Board of Selectmen. In September 
2007, the Wilmot Garden Club donated $1000.00 to be used for plantings. Of this, $700.00 
was used for the purchase of the low growing Junipers which surround the base of the 
monument and the $300.00 balance was used for the trees. In November 2007, a gift of 
$250.00 was received In Memory of Edna Fielding designated for trees and this, too, has 
helped defray this expense. These gifts are most appreciated. The balance of $1474.90 was 
paid from the Wilmot Veterans’ Memorial account under the auspices of the Wilmot 
Historical Society. 


The balance in the Veterans’ Memorial checking account on January 1, 2010 was $8,362.77. 
Receipts were $200.00 for the purchase of 2 12x12 pavers. Expenditures were $140.00 for 
engraving 4 12x12 pavers and $1474.90 for trees totaling $1614.90. The balance in the 
account as of November 10, 2010 is $6,947.87. 


The Wilmot Garden Club has done an awesome job this summer, in spite of the drought, 
keeping the new trees watered and the flowers around the plaque blooming beautifully. 
Many thanks to the neighbors who generously provided the water and to the WGC members 
for their gifts of plants and good works. 


One of the granite “cannon balls” became dislodged, was fortunately recovered and will be 
replaced in the spring. The discolored areas on the statue continue to be monitored and 
additional information will be obtained to determine a course of action. The possibility of 
flowering shrubs along the tree line on the right side of the memorial has been discussed. 

There are still pavers of both the 4”’x8” and 12”x12” sizes available for purchase and 
engraving. 


Everyone is invited to pause a few moments at our memorial, sit on a granite block or walk 
the pavers, and reflect. We must never take for granted the freedoms, rights and 


responsibilities that the veterans honored here have provided and protected for us.

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Recycling Committee Report — 2010 


First, we’d like to thank Dean Hughes, Transfer Station Attendant, for his work on 
behalf of town residents throughout the year. 


At Town Meeting in 2010, voters approved having the Board of Selectmen look into 
single-stream recycling. After examining the system, they determined that for the time being 
the current set up at the Transfer Station — various bins for recyclable materials is the most 
effective for the town of Wilmot. 


From May | to May 8, 2010, the Town of Wilmot Recycling Committee collaborated 
with the Wilmot Conservation Commission, the Wilmot Garden Club, and the Wilmot 
Community Association for the town-wide clean-up. 


This effort involved 115 people — up from 99 in 2009. These volunteers picked up 
trash along roads throughout town. Many participants took the time to segregate trash from 
recyclables, thus keeping many pounds of refuse out of the compactor. Thank you! As a 
reward for this effort, Wilmot received 400 daffodil bulbs from the “New Hampshire the 
Beautiful/Litter-Free New Hampshire” program. In the fall of 2010, the Wilmot Garden Club 
planted the bulbs at the entrance to the Wilmot Highway Garage. 


Mark your calendars. In 2011, the town-wide clean-up will be May 7 through May 
14. If you would like to participate, please contact Ann Davis at 927-4596 or at 
woodswithoutgile@tds.net to have your name added to the notification list. 


Wilmot’s recycling statistics: 
Construction debris — 41.33 tons, down from 422.65 tons in 2009. 


Co-mingled items — 17.09 tons, down from 22.78 tons in 2009. 
Glass — 25.5 tons, down from 31.88 tons in 2009. 

Electronics — 2.94 tons, up from 2.57 tons in 2009. 

Scrap metal — 17.02 tons, down from 26.33 tons in 2009. 

Paper and cardboard — 72.4 tons, down from 91.05 tons in 2009. 


Although the tonnage has declined in several categories, these statistics are still good 
for a town the size of Wilmot. But we can and have done better in the past. When you 
REDUCE, RECYCLE, RECOVER and REUSE you help reduce the town’s cost to 
remove refuse. Recycling is important and EASY. And it saves the town money. It costs you, 
the Wilmot taxpayer, nearly 6 cents a pound -- $115 a ton for items deposited in the crusher. 
Glass, paper, cardboard, metal, plastic, aluminum and steel all can be recycled. Here are 
some reminders: 
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e Any paper and cardboard that can be torn and is clean should be recycled. 

e Glass jars, bottles, ceramic toilets and sinks, and window glass can be 
deposited in the glass bin. 

e Plastic #1 through #7, water, soda, milk jugs, etc. go in the co-mingle bin. 
Please rinse, remove caps, and crush. 

e Aluminum and steel cans go in the co-mingle bin. Please rinse and crush. 


Have you noticed the Planet Aid box at the Transfer Station? Obviously a bunch of 
residents have, because here are some of the statistics for 2010: 
e 6.55 tons of clothing deposited. 
e 45.9 tons of CO2 saved (7 pounds CO2 saved per pound of clothing). 
e 13.443 million gallons of water (1,025 gallons per each pound of clothing). 


If you have questions about recycling Wilmot Recycles, a brochure that lists items 
residents can recycle, is available at the Town Offices and at the Transfer Station.

The Wilmot Community Association (WCA) is a _ nonprofit 50%1c(3) charitable 
organization whose mission is to provide and promote recreational, social and educational 
activities for the residents of Wilmot and residents of surrounding towns. WCA is a 
membership organization open to all area residents and visitors. In 2010, approximately 137 
families and/or individuals became members or renewed their existing memberships in 
support of the WCA. We received approximately $8,275 dollars of donated funds by private 
members and other charitable organizations. 


The WCA operating budget doesn't rely on funds from the Town or from Town taxes. 
Our facilities (WCA Barn & Timmy Patten Park & Beach) as well as our programs are entirely 
funded by annual membership fees, private donations, corporate sponsors, and small program 
fees. The WCA is run by one paid employee, Amy Gignac the newly hired administrator as of 
March 2010. The WCA Board is governed by six volunteer community members who help 
carry out the programs and events as well as the trash removal and website updating, vital to 
the success of the WCA. 


The WCA Barn- 

We hosted a variety of programs for all ages; some new and some that have been 
popular for many years. For children, we held a free Movie Night featuring the new movie 
"Up", Ice skating with hot cocoa during Winter Warm Up, A new Scarecrow Contest, Trick 
or Treating and a Haunted House. For adults we held a New Years Caribbean Reggae 
night and a Stella and Dot Jewelry Trunk Show. For families we held our first Winter Warm 
Up which replaced the annual Winter Wacky Days with much enjoyment and success. We held 
a Spring Ahead Music night featuring new and well known local talented musicians. We had 
our annual Black Fly Blitz surpassing funds raised in previous years and added a Bounce 
House, barbecue for all and wonderful donated raffle items. We held a total of three 
breakfasts, 2 put on by the WCA Board/Volunteers and the other put on by the Susan Morse 
Family. We finished the fall season with a 5th Year Anniversary Open House celebration to 
thank all our wonderful members and volunteers. We ended with our annual Holiday Craft 
Fair and New Fudge Shop held at the WCA Barn and the Town Hall. 


Timmy Patten Park and Beach- 


The WCA owns and operates the Timmy Patten Park and Beach on Shindagen Road. 
Members and their guests are invited to use this facility, which offers a roped swimming area, 
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picnic tables and grill, along with the playground equipment. Dogs are prohibited as well as 
smokers from the beach area. No lifeguard is present unless swimming lessons are in session 
and it is the responsibility of the lifeguard to watch the kids who are enrolled in lessons. 
Parents or chaperones are responsible for watching any child who accompanies them. Fishing 
is allowed off of the docks and not in the roped swimming area. An emergency phone is kept 
onsite (outside) near the art shed in case an accident occurs. We had a large new recycle bin 
made and installed at the beach to encourage recycling and trash pick up when visiting the 
park and beach area. We also had a new ladder made/installed for the raft that continues to 
bring enjoyment to kids and adults alike. We held a Beach clean up day and a Beach party 
barbecue that got rained out. We painted the bathrooms and exterior doors. We had our 
annual Beach camper program run by a new director and Lifeguard, along with a former 
camp counselor. The program was small but fun was had by those who participated. We ran 
the American Red Cross swimming lessons held in July and August with much appreciation 
and success. If you use these facilities please remember to renew your membership or sign up 
for a new membership to help support our programs and the upkeep of the beach buildings, 
raft and docks. 


In 2010 we lost one Board member but gained one new member. We continue to be in need of 
additional volunteers to be on the Board and/or to run programs and breakfasts throughout the 
next year. 


We have a lot planned for the 2011 year with new events and programs for children, adults 
and families. We enjoy meeting new residents and members and also seeing familiar faces at 
our events.

The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is a private, 501(c)3 tax-exempt non-profit preschool 
offering early childhood education to three, four and five year-olds residing in Kearsarge 
area. We are a State licensed Preschool and Pre-Kindergarten (Pre-K). We are located at 
44 Village Road, Wilmot — the Wilmot Community Association (WCA) building. WLP 
has a long history as part of the Wilmot community - it has been in existence for over 40 
years, and for 20 years the WLP has called the WCA building (old and new) its home. 


We currently have 33 students. We offer two day and three day Preschool and three day 
and five day Pre-K. We also offer early drop-off and an afterschool program dubbed 
“Lunch Bunch” where the children can engage themselves in free-play, art projects and 
playing outside — a little time is set aside for less important matters to youngsters, eating 
lunch and taking a rest! Last year through donations and use of our general fund, we 
purchased a new play structure. This was the single largest purchase by the school to- 
date, and it was well-worth the investment to see the children’s smiling faces. 


We are very proud of our two full-time teachers and two part-time assistant teachers. 
Each brings to their classroom a high level of professionalism and knowledge in early 
childhood education. The teachers seek to instill a love for learning by providing a 
nurturing environment to enhance a child’s individual growth and development. Classes 
focus on healthy habits, nutrition, citizenship, manners, cooperative and imaginative play 
as well as focusing on number and alpha recognition, the building blocks of a child’s 
education. Classroom curriculum is enhanced with fieldtrips to local destinations and 
music enrichment with Kathy Lowe. 


The school is governed by a volunteer Board of Directors. These individuals give 
countless hours fundraising to help the school meet its operating expenses and 
performing the daily administrative tasks to manage the school. With volunteerism at an 
all-time low, the WLP manages to maintain a high level of enthusiastic and dedicated 
individuals who sacrifice much of their family time to help ensure the WLP’s continued 
success. 


Our success is also dependent upon the support of the Wilmot community, which has 
been generously given each year. Without the support of the community the WLP would 
not be able to offer a tuition discount to Wilmot residents as well as provide a dedicated 
scholarship fund to assist Wilmot residents. This year the WLP will give approximately 
$4,798 in scholarships. Without this assistance, many children would not be able to 
experience preschool. 
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Running a non-profit organization is not easy, nor is it without endless dedication and 
support from many sources. I want to thank first - the teachers, Clare Morgan, Liz 
Cornelio, Jen Hager and Valerie Clauson for their dedication and support to the school. I 
hope they realize the great impact they have on each child. Thank you to the Board of 
Directors (Kristi Upton, Erica Ginalski-Herr, Jennifer Tockman, Gina Grace, Kate Dulac, 
Susan Morse, Clare Morgan, Roberta Hollinger, Rosanna Dude, Darcie Rivard) — only 
they know the amount of work they do for the school, and to them, that is satisfaction 
enough. Thank you to Alice Chandler for being such a strong supporter of WLP and 
advocate for those in need. Thank you to the WCA and its Board of Directors and the 
Wilmot Baptist Church for your support. Thank you to the WLP parents who provide 
vital support to the school through volunteerism and attending or contributing to 
fundraisers. Finally, thank you to the residents of Wilmot, who continue to see the value 
the WLP brings to the Town as a source of pride and of purpose for the young children 
and families of the community.

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The Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 


The Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (Ausbon Sargent) is a regional land trust 
founded in 1987 to preserve the rural quality of the Mt. Kearsarge/Lake Sunapee region. 
Ausbon Sargent has been a leader in the conservation of our natural resources and has 
earned the mark of distinction as an accredited land trust. 


Operated by a volunteer Board of fourteen Trustees, Ausbon Sargent has grown from an 
all volunteer organization with an initial charter membership of 475 into an organization 
of nearly 1,100 memberships with a full-time executive director, two full-time land 
protection specialists and four part-time support staff. Ausbon Sargent has protected 
8,798 acres in 114 projects. All of our protected properties provide for some form of 
public benefit and two-thirds of our properties provide for public access. We are pleased 
to have over 155 volunteers who do everything from monitoring our properties to 
designing our newsletter and providing clerical help in the office. We are extremely 
grateful to them for all they do for the organization. 


The year 2010 was an especially busy one for Ausbon Sargent as nearly 3,000 acres 
involving 11 projects were added to our totals. Projects were completed in New London 
as well as in the towns of Springfield, Andover, Sutton, Georges Mills, Warner and 
Webster. Every day residents and visitors are enriched as they drive past the scenic 
undeveloped lands conserved by Ausbon Sargent. Once these lands are conserved, we 
have assumed the responsibility to steward these lands forever. As we near our 25" 
anniversary, we find we are at a critical juncture where we must consider carefully how 
to support expansion of the number of our conserved lands and meet current and future 
stewardship obligations. During the next several years we will concentrate on the 
importance of the commitment that Ausbon Sargent has made to tending to the land it has 
protected and seeing that the terms of each easement are observed. 


Our members are the lifeblood of Ausbon Sargent and if you are not already a member, I 
urge you to become one. Many of our members assist in organizing our fundraising 
events and serve on various committees. We are especially thankful for their support and 
the countless hours that they give us during the year. The Land Trust sponsors numerous 
events throughout the year attended by our membership. These include our popular 
progressive dinners, hikes on protected properties, and the Holiday Party. Ausbon 
Sargent also hosted two round tables for the local conservation commission chairs and a 
workshop for local town officials entitled “How to Make Your Town Farm Friendly”. 
The events afford us an opportunity to learn about the concerns and issues facing the 
towns in our region regarding conservation issues and to share our expertise in land 
conservation with them. 


On behalf of present and future generations, a heartfelt thank you to all the willing 


landowners who love their land and recognize that their actions will preserve our rural 
landscapes....... forever.

Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge Greenway Coalition (SRKGC) 


Once again the Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge Greenway Coalition had a successful year of hiking 
throughout the ten towns of the Lake Sunapee region, including Wilmot. In addition to the Fall 
Walkabout more hikes are planned for the summer and winter months. These hikes are led by 
qualified SRKG members and often include trails not in the 75-mile greenway loop. SRK 
members also maintain the trails and town directors are responsible for trail maintenance in their 
towns. Membership is only $10 for an individual and $15 for a family. So give it a try and enjoy 
the outdoor exercise and beautiful scenery in Wilmot and neighboring towns. A guidebook for 
the trails can be purchased at Morgan Hill Bookstore and Village Sports, both in New London. 


SRK Greenway passes through four state parks, three state forests, Class VI roads and private 
landowners’ properties, and these 10 towns in our region: Andover, Danbury, Goshen, Newbury, 
New London, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton, Warner, and Wilmot. Wilmot has 13.2 miles of SRK 
Greenway trails, more than any other town. In Wilmot the SRK trail passes through the land of 
15 private landowners and some state lands. The Greenway is very grateful to these landowners 
for providing trail access through their land. One important challenge for the greenway is to 
maintain this access when private land changes hands, either within a family or by outright sale. 
This sometimes requires rerouting sections of the trail to accommodate the new landowners. 


To further the knowledge and understanding of hiking trails as important features of the region’s 
recreational and health benefits and its tourism economy, SRK Greenway representatives on 
occasion meet with town boards and Conservation Commissions, work with Ausbon Sargent 
Land Preservation Trust, the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests, the NH State 
Parks System Advisory Council, the Mount Sunapee Advisory Committee, and the Statewide 
Trails Advisory Committee.

Final Report on The Rail Trail Project Connecting Andover to Danbury 
February 4, 2011 


Background 


In 2006 the Friends of the Northern Rail Trail in Merrimack County (FNRT or “we” in this note) 
received a $258,000 (since increased to $345,000) grant of federal funds under the 
Transportation Enhancement Program administered by NH Department of Transportation to 
build 8.3 miles of trail from Potter Place in Andover north to the Danbury Town Garage on the 
former Northern Rail Line. 


Final Report 


I am pleased to report that this Project was finished in December of 2010. There are now 8.3 
miles of new four-season trail from Potter Place in Andover to a mile north of Danbury Center. 
These 8.3 miles connect 12 miles of trail we have built in Andover and Franklin using other 
grants to 25 miles of existing trail in Grafton County. The Northern Rail Trail, now the longest 
rail trail in New Hampshire, runs 46 miles from Franklin to Lebanon and connects the 
Merrimack River Valley and the Connecticut River Valley. 


The work was done according to plan, on time and within budget thanks to the efforts of the 
contractor, R.D. Edmunds & Sons, and our engineers, VHB, headed by Greg Bakos. As a result 
of our success in raising over $60,000 no funds were required from Andover, Wilmot or 
Danbury, the towns through which the new trail was built. 


It has been over five years since we first submitted our grant request and there have been many 
expected and unexpected hurdles but we now have built the longest and the finest rail trail in 


New Hampshire. 


This will be our final report. We encourage you to come out and enjoy the new rail trail. 
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Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Committee 
ANNUAL REPORT 2010 


During 2010 the Committee continued to maintain a regional website (www.uvhhw.org), provide 
educational outreach, and support the HHW collections. 


Home & Life Show Event Booth: The Household Hazardous Waste Committee's booth in 
March 2010 featured information on collections in the area including dates and what materials 
are and are not accepted. Prescription and over-the-counter medicine examples and management 
options were provided. 


Other materials included information on proper management of rechargeable batteries, 
fluorescent light bulbs, auto batteries, antifreeze, and mercury-containing devices such as button 
batteries, thermostats, and thermometers. Alternative cleaning recipes and pesticide-free lawn 
and garden care information were distributed. A large map displayed the household hazardous 
waste collections in the area in both New Hampshire and Vermont with their dates, times, and 
contacts for further information. 


Household Hazardous Waste Collection Support: The committee provided volunteer support 
at the collections held at the Lebanon Landfill, keeping waiting times short and residents 
informed. A total of 498 households from Cornish, Enfield, Goshen, Hanover, Lebanon, 
Lempster, Lyme, Newbury, Orford, Piermont, Plainfield, Springfield, Sunapee, Unity and 
Wilmot brought waste to two collections at the Lebanon Landfill in July and September. Over 
160 households from those towns brought waste to the Newbury, NH collection in August. 


Unwanted Medicine Collections: Dartmouth-Hitchcock Outpatient Pharmacy partnered with 
the Upper Valley HHW Committee and the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission to provide unwanted medicine collection. At the two Lebanon collections, 84 
households brought unwanted medicines for proper disposal. At the Newbury, NH collection, 17 
households brought unwanted medicines. 


Proper handling of unwanted medicines is strictly regulated. A police officer must oversee the 
process and a pharmacist must determine the type of medication and document all “controlled” 
medicines (those addictive drugs having “street value”). The controlled substances are taken by 
the police officer at the end of the collection and stored at the police department until taken for 
incineration. The non-controlled medications are taken by the HHW contractor and incinerated 
with other materials collected. 


The Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Committee is made up of volunteers from Upper 
Valley towns. We encourage anyone interested to attend our meetings and become involved.

From a philosophical standpoint COA provides multiple ongoing opportunities for area seniors to get out and 
participate in activities and programs which keep their minds and bodies in action and improve the quality of their 
lives.

COA’s ability to keep its budget very lowi is due to its large workforce of volunteers. Currently COA has 200 active 
= volunteers who run all of the programs offered, act as receptionists, data 
x ke entry clerks, drivers, instructors, etc. Because of our excellent volunteers 

hs we are able to offer so many programs and services for no cost to anyone 
who participates. The only costs being the administrative and building 
related (heat, lights, computers) costs of running an organization. 





From a practical standpoint, in 2010 COA volunteers drove members 
from the nine town area 37,000 miles. COA’s transportation program 
provides home pick up and return to people who are unable to drive, all 
this at no charge and with no reimbursement. To put this overwhelming 
statistic in perspective, COA maintains ongoing separate listings of 
“ongoing rides” - those people who cele CeALIEL at the VA Hospital, 


White River Jct, Concord or Hitchcock Hospitals. Oncology patients 
can often receive treatments only at hospitals other than the New 
London Hospital, sometimes requiring transportation on a daily basis. 


COA has a thriving senior center with over 54 programs. The center is 
open M-F 9-4. Come for exercises, cards, attend an enriching 
educational program or just have coffee with friends! A full library and 
video library awaits, computer instruction, knitting group, a multitude 
of volunteer opportunities and most importantly a community of 
people who care about each other.

Recently, the LSRVNA Board of Trustees reaffirmed its pledge to continue to provide 
Wilmot residents with all its services, except for long-term, private duty care, regardless 
of insurance coverage or any patient’s ability to pay for care. 


The relationship between your Town and LSRVNA remains mutually beneficial. Your 
Town supports us, and we support your Town by providing home care and other services 
to all residents. I am pleased to report that, in the past year, LSRVNA provided services - 
including over 1250 in-home visits - to at least 165 residents of your town. Our services 
include hospice, in-home nursing, therapy, nurse aides, social work and home maker 
services. We also provide regular foot care clinics and annual flu clinics. Additionally, 
any Wilmot residents are welcome to attend one or more of a variety of support groups 
which provide counseling and support for parents, families, caregivers of the elderly or 
disabled, and anyone who is coping with the loss of a loved one. All these support 
groups are offered free of charge.
